the Loꝛd Mayoꝛ and Sheriffs of this City they ſhall be Commanded: And this 
Court doth hereby moſt ſtrictly require and Command all Maſters of Families 


within this City, to keep in their Sons, Appꝛentices and other Servants, to foꝛ⸗ 
bear any Meetings and Concourſe in the Streets in any tumultuous way where⸗ 
by the Peace of this City may be diſturbed: And this Court do hereby declare, 
That they are fully reſolved (by Gods aſſiſtance) by all lawful means to Defend 
themſelves and this City to their utmolt, againſt all Perſons whatſoever, that on 


any pꝛetente ſhall diſturbe the Peace of this City 
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
